Polley in regard to armaments is beine formated in Prarue with indie 
eaticag that the abrojovka plant at urne, satin, rovadska bystrica, and 
Uhersky Brod will wet most of the work in the smell arms ficsie, The 
directers expect that the Strakonice plent will continua to produce 
? ma automatic pistels for the Czechoslovak army, iecently it completed 
the repair of §,000 German P+38 pistols for army use.
